It was then that New England was 


stirred up over the (Pittsfield murder. 


One of the officers carelessly remark- 


ed to the prisoner, "You answer the 
description of the man who shot MIES 
Fosburg," to which Jackson replied, "I 
swear I did ntot do it." 


There was a marked change in his 


demeanor an'd while in custody he had 
much to say about the Pittsfieild affair. 


He told of meeting a man named 


Smith in front of the Benedict house 
Pawtucket, one evening shortly after 
the murder and the man known' sr 
Smith dropped an envelope on the cor- 
ner of which was "Allen Farm, Pitts- 
field, Mass. 


"Jackson said he stared at the man 


and Smith said: "If you ever mention 
that I'll kill you." 


Withinl a couple of weeks a gang of 


robbers was caught in Pawtucket and 
they gave their names aa Jonathan 
Smith, William SmitU, Hackett and 


The officers in investigating1 tne num- 


erous cases have come across important 
evidence which relates to the murder 
of Miss Fosburg. 


The detectives will riot divulge any- 


thing. 


They admit, however, that they are 


working on the Pittsfield 
case and 


think they have a good clue. 


They have been engaged during the

Splendid Record of the Old Her- 


chiuttman Dmritm Her Brief Serv- 
ices In Fightlas Spaniard*—ISlBtin- 
crnlifeed Her»elr at Can Jtmn by 
Beating Four Spnntill Warships IA 
a Fierce Buttle. 
The United States cruiser Tosemlte, 


which was sunk In a typhoon off the Is- 
land of Guam, had been recently tho 
station ship there. She made frequent 
trips to Manila and was the only regu- 
lar means 'of communication between 
our little Lndrone colony, with Its 
Email American force, and the reBt of 
the world, says the New York Journal. 
After her last trip she left Manila for 
Guam on Aug. 22. 


The Yosemite was one of the fleet of 


merchant ships that this government 
Impressed Into service for the war 
•with Spain, equipping them with coata 
or gray paint, as many machine guns 
as their crews could handle and plucky 
sailor men who would have fought aa 
long as they had a deck under them. 


The Yosemite waa originally 
the 


Morgan liner El Bud. She ran from 
New York to New Orleans with freight 
for 0. P. Huntington's Southern Pa- 
cific railroad. She waa of 6,179 tona 
burden, and her engines could drive 
her at 15 knots an hour If the sea didn't 
get too much In her way. She changed 
her name and from a frelghtship be- 
came an "auxiliary cruiser." She waa 
then fitted out and became one of the 
large squadron of tags, ferryboatB, 
lighthouse tenders, ocean greyhounds 
and steam colliers that went out eo In- 
trepidly to do battle with the superb 
fighting machines of the Spanish dons. 


She carried ten 0 Inch quick fire rifles 


and a crew that Included the cayal re- 
serves of Michigan. She was a Bister 
ship, in point of size, equipment and 
crew, of the cruiser Yankee, Command- 
er Brownson, which carried the New 
York naval reserves and which steam- 
ed into the Cuban harbor of Guanta- 
namo, exchanged shots with a bit of a 
cruiser there and leveled a blockhouse 
on the top of a hill so that it would not 
be in the way ot Colonel Huntlngton's 
and Captain McCalla's marines and 
their big American flag. 


On the Yosemite -were many Detroit 


"dudes." 
There were, for Instance, 


young Pingree, son of the "potato" 
governor, who swabbed decks and pol- 
ished brasswork with a relish that 
showed he liked it; a young man nam- 
ed Daris, Lieatenaat Wllkes, Streath- 
ern Hendrtek mil Lieutenant Lathrop, 
a leader of cotillons in the west. The 
auxiliary cruiser, with her crew of 
"dude" firamea and deck ewabs, made 
better time than ehe ever had done 
while brtngtog cotton and California 
•wines from NCTT Orleans to Manhat- 
tan. 
She sniCed the Spanish fieet in 


the offing. 
On Juae 25, 1888, she ar- 


rived at St. Jtinn, Porto Sice, where 
ehe went to reReva Captain Sigsbee'g 
St. Paul. 


Now that the war Is over and the In- 


formation cannot help the Spaniards, It 
is safe to admK that the Yosemite. 
navally considered, was a* rank a tub 
as could be sent into action. Any prop- 
erly equipped warship should hava 
been able to handle her with its sec- 
ondary batteries. 
Yet the Yosemlta, 


making a magnificent "bluff," showed 
her teeth when a small Spanish squad- 
ron tried to drive her from her position 
of commandlss Ssn Juan hajfeor. There 
were four SpaBish ships, the Antonio 
Lopez, Isabel II, Alfonso XIII and the 
Concbo. They rtpnmed gayly up to tho 
alleged cruiser. To the surprise of the 
Spaniards the Yostimite, Instead of 
making her escape, manned her guns, 
filled them with shell and blazed away. 


Spain of course had one of her many 


Morro Castles close at hand, and this 
and the Porto Ricxn squadroa returned 
the fire. But the Yosemite was shoot- 
ing to hit, and she drove the Antonio 
Lopez ashore and chased the other 
three back 
into Saa Juan harbor, 


where they were glad to find a refuge. 
The Yosemite was in charge of Lieu- 
tenant Commander W. H. Emory. 


The cruiser "did all aorts of blockade 


duty on the south side of Cuba and as- 
sisted at tho incidents arouad Guanta- 
namo, in which Captain McCalla of the 
Marblehead plucked so many laurels. 
After the Spanish war the Yoiemite 
was fitted out for service not often 
performed by an American ship. We 
had acquired the 
inland of Guam 


among the Lndrone islands, where the 
Yosemite was lost. These islands are 
5,6S9 miles southwest of San Francisco 
and 1.700 miles from .Vsnila. Captain 
Richard P. Leary of the Umited States 
navy was appointed Koyernor general 
of Guam, and the Yosemlta was fitted 
out as his floating executive mansion.

Reviews Chinese Question and Discusses Isthmian Ca 


nal, Merchant Marine, Increased Army, Philip 


pine and Other Questions 


Vo the Senate and House of Representa- 


tives: 
At the outgoing of the old and the in- 


coming of the new century you begin thp 
last session of the Fifty-sixth congress 
With evidences on every baud of iudi- 
Yidual and national prosperity and with 
proof of the growing strength and in- 
creasing power for good of Republican 
Institutions. Your countrymen will join 
with you in felicitation that American 
liberty is more firmly established than 
ever befwe and that love for it and the 
determination to preserve it are more 
universal than at any former period of 
our history. 


In onr foreign intercourse the dominant 


question has been the treatment of the 
Chinese problem. 
Apart from this our 


relations with the powers have been 
happy. 


The recent troubles in China spring 


from the nntiforeign agitation which for 
the past three years has gamed strength 
in the northern provinces. Their origin I 
lies deep ifi the character of the Chinese j 
races and in the traditions of their gov- 
ernment. The telegiaph and the railway 
spreading over their land, the steamei-b . 
plying on their waterways, the merchant I 
and the missionary penetrating year by 
year farther to the interior, became to 
the -Chinese mind types of an alien in- 
vasion, changing the course of their na- 
tional life and fraught with vagn^ fore- 
bodings of disaster to their beliefs and 
their self control. 


Posting of antiforeign placards became 


a daily occurrence, which the repeated 
reprobation of the imperial power failed 
to check or punish. These inflammatory 
appeals to the ignorance and superstition 
of the masses, mendacious and absurd in 
their accusations and deeply hostile in 
their spirit, could not but work cumula- 
tive harm. They aimed at no particular 
closs of foreigners; they were impartial 
In attacking everything foreign. 


An outbreak in Shangtung in which 


German missionaries were slain was the I 
too natural result of these malevolent 
teachings. The posting of seditious pla- 
cards, exhorting to the utter destruction 
of foreigners and of every foreign thing, 
continued unrebuked. Hostile demonstra- 
tions toward the stranger gained strength , 
by organization.

The sect commonly styled the Boxers

foreigner's life, outside of the protected 
treaty ports, was safe. No foreign inter- 
est was secure from spoliation. 


The diplomatic representatives of the 


.powers in Peking strove in vain to check 
'this movement. Protest was followed by 
demand and demand by renewed protest, 
to be met with perfunctory edicts from 
the palace and evasive and futile assur- 
ances from the tsung-li-yamen. 


The increasing gravity of the condi- 


tions in China and the imminence of peril 
to onr own diversified interests in the em- 
pire, as well as to those of all the other 
treaty governments, were soon appreci- 
ated by this government, causing it pro- 
found solicitude. 
The United States 


from the earliest days of foreign inter- 
course with China bad followed a policy 
of peace, omitting no occasions to testify 
good will, to further the extension of law- 
ful trade, to respect the sovereignty of its 
government and to insure by all legiti- 
mate and kindly but earnest means the 
fullest measure of protection for the lives 
and property of law abiding citizens and 
for the exercise of their beneficent call- 
Ings among the Chinese people. 
' 


Mindful of this, it was felt to be appro- 


priate that our purposes should be pro- 
nounced in favor of such course aa would 
hasten united action of the powers at Pe- 
king to promote the administrative re- 
forms 10 greatly needed for strengthen-1 
Ing the imperial government and main- 
taining the integrity of China, in which , 
we believed the whole western world to 
be alike concerned. 
To these ends I 


caused to be addressed to the several \ 
powers occupying territory and maintain- 
ing spheres of influence in China the cir- 
cular proposals of 1899, inviting from 
them declarations of their intentions and 
views as to the desirability of the adop- 
tion of measures insuring the benefits of 
equality of treatment of all foreign trade 
throughout China. 


With gratifying unanimity the re- 


eponses coincided in this common polit-y, 
enabling me to see in the successful ter- j 
mination of these negotiations proof of ; 
th« friendly spirit which animates the 
various powers interested in the untram- 
meled development of commerce and in- 
dustry in the Chinese empire as a source 
of vast benefit to the whole commercial 
world. 


In this conclusion, which I had the 


gratification to announce an a completed 
engagement to the interested powers on 
March 20, 1900, I hopefully discerned a 
potential factor for the abatement of the 
distrust of foreign purposes which for a 
year psst had appea»d to inspire the 
policy of the imperial government and , 
fot the effective exertion by it of power | 
and authority to quell the critical anti- 
foreign movement in the northern prov- 
inces most immediately influenced by the 
Uantchoo sentiment.

Corre- 
spondence, however, ensued, and a sort 
of armistice was agreed upon which stop- 
ped the bombardment and lessened the 
rifle fire for a time. Even then no pro- 
tection whatever was afforded or any aid 
given save to send to the legations a 
small supply of fruit and three sacks of 
flour. 


Indeed the only communication had 


with the Chinese government related to 
the occasional delivery or dispatch of a 
telegram or to the demands of the tsung- 
li-yameu for the withdrawal of the lega- j 
tkras to the coast under escort. Not only I 
are the protestations of the Chinese gov- i 
erument that it protected and succored i 
the legations positively contradicted, but ' 
irresistible 
proof accumulates that the I 


attacks upon them were made by Imperial 
troops, regularly uniformed, armed and 
oflicered, belonging to the command of 
Jung Lu, the imperial commander in 
chief. Decrees encouraging the Boxers, 
organizing them under prominent impe- | 
rial officers, provisioning ^ftem and even !

Oar Policy. 


The president then tells in brief the I 


Btory of the rescue of the legations and i 
proceeds: 


The policy of the United States through I 


all this trying period was clearly announc- 
ed and scrupulously carried out. A cir- 
cular note to the poweis dated July 3 
proclaimed our attitude. 
Treating the 


condition in the north as one of virtual 
anarchy, iu which the great provinces of 
the south and southeast had no share, 
we regarded the local authorities in the 
latter quarters as represanting the Chi- 
nese people with whom we sought to re- 
main in peace and friendship. 
Our de- 


clared aims involved no war against the 
Chinese nation. We adhered to the legit- 
imate office of rescuing the imperiled le- 
gation, obtaining redress for wrongs al- 
ready suffered, securing wherever possi- 
ble the safety of American life and prop- 
erty in China and preventing a spread of 
the disorders or their recurrence. 


As was then said, "The policy of the 


government of the United States is to 
seek a solution which may bring about 
permanent safety and peace to China, 
preserve Chinese territorial and adminis- 
trative entity, protect all rights guaran- 
teed to friendly powers by treaty and in- 
ternational law and safeguard for the 
world the principle of equal and impar- 
tial trade with all parts of the Chinese 
empire." 


Faithful to those professions which, as 


it proved, reflected the views and pur- 
poses of the other co-operating govern- 
ments, all our efforts have been directed 
toward ending the anomalous situation in 
China by negotiations for a settlement at 
the earliest possible moment. As soon as 
the sacred dnty of relieving our legation 
and its dependents was accomplished we 
withdrew from active hostilities, leaving 
our legation under an adequate guard in 
Peking aa a channel of negotiation and 
settlement, a course adopted by others i 
of the interested powers. Overtures of 
the empowered representatives of the 
Chinese emperor have been considerately 
entertained. 


The president recapitulates the atti- 


tude of the administration to the Rus- 
sian and French notes and concludes that 
part of his message relatiag to China as 
follows: 


The government of Russia has put for- 


ward a suggestion that in the event of 
protracted divergence of views in regard 
to indemnities the matter may be rele- 
gated to the court of arbitration at The 
Hague. I favorably incline to this, be- 
lieving that high tribunal could not fail 
to reach a solution no less conducive to 
thp stability and enlarged prosperity of 
China itself than immediately beneficial 
tuj the powers. 


The I'nrln Exposition. 


The president then refers to various 


matters affecting foreign countries rather 
than our own and continues by speaking 
of our part in the Paris exhibition. He 
says: 


Despite all these drawbacks the con- 


tribution of the United States was not 
only the largest foreign display, but was 
among the earliest in place-and the most 
orderly in arrangement.

were shown in 101 out of 121 classes 
and more completely covered the entire 
classification than those of any other 
natiuu.

A criterion of the extent and success 


of onr participation and of the thor- 
oughness with which our exhibits were 
organized is seen in the awards grant- 
ed to 
American 
exhibitors by the 


international jury—namely, grand prizes, 
240; gold medals, 597; silver medals, 776; 
bronze mednls, 541, and honorable men- 
tions, 322-2,476 in all, being the great- 
est total number given to the exhibit of 
any exhibiting nation, as well as the 
largest number in each grade. This sig- 
nificant recognition of merit in competi- 
tion with the chosen exhibits of all other

While seeking to im- 
prcss upon you that the grave responsi- 
biliry of tho future government of those i 
islands retjts> with the congress of the 
United Slates, I abstained from recom- I 
ineiiiilUK SH LUiii, uuiu ft syociuu ,xuu lJaj.1 i 
form of government for tho territory 
actually held by the United States forces 
and in which as long as insurrection con- 
tinues the military arm must necessarily 
be supreme. I stated my purpose, until 
the congress shall have uinde known the 
formal expression of its will, to use the 
authority vested in me by the constitu- 
tion and tho statutes to uphold the sov- 
ereignty of the United States in those 
distant islands ns in all other places 
where our flag rightfully floats, placing 
to that cud at the disposal ot tho army 
and navy all the means which the lib- 
erality of congress and the people have 
provided. No contrary expression of tho 
will of the congress having been made, I 
have steadfastly pursued the purpose so 
declared, employing the civil arm as w«ll 
toward the accomplishment of pacifica- 
tion and the institution of local govern- 
ments within the lines of authority amd 
law.

The CoiMmiskton's Report*. 


This commission, composed of eminent 


citizens representing tho diverse geo- 
graphical and political interests of the | 
country and bringing to their task the ' 
ripe fruits of long and intelligent service 
In educational, administrative and judi- 
cial careers, made great progress from 
the outset. As early as Aug. 21,1900, it 
submitted a preliminary report, which 
will be laid before the congress and from 
which it appears that already the good 
effects of returning order are felt; that 
business, interrupted by hostilities, is im- 
proving as peace extends; that a larger 
area is under sugar cultivation than ever 
before, that the customs revenues are 
greater than at any t'me during the Span- 
ish rule, that economy and efficiency in 
the niilitarv administration have created 
a surplus fund of $6,000,000 available 
for needed public improvements, that a 
stringent civil service law is in prepara- 
t!on, that lailroad communications are 
expanding, opening up rich districts, and 
that a comprehensive scheme of educa- 
tion is being organized. 


Later reports from the commission 


show yet more encouraging advance to- 
ward insuring the benefits of liberty and 
good government to the Filipinos in the 
interest of humanity and with the aim of 
building up an enduring, self supporting 
and 
self administering community in j 


those far eastern seas. I would impress 
upon the congress that whatever legisla- 
tion may be enacted in respect to the 
Philippine Islands should be along these 
geneious lines. The fortune of war has 
thrown upon this nation an unsought 
trust which should be unselfishly dis- j 
charged anil devolved upon this govern- 
ment a moral as v»ell as material respon- 
sibility toward these millions whom we 
have freed from an oppressive yoke. 


I have on another occasion called the 


Filipinos "the wards of the nation." Our 
obligation as guardian was not lightly as- 
sumed. It must not be otherwise than 
honestly fulfilled, aiming first of all to 
benefit those who have come tinder onr 
fostering care. It is our duty so to treat 
them that our flag may be no less beloved 
in the mountains of Luzon and the fertile 
zones of Mindanao and Negros than it is 
at home; that there, as here, it shall be 
the revered symbol of liberty, enlighten- 
ment and progress in every avenue ef 
develpoment. 


The Filipinos are a race quick to leart 


and to piofit by knowledge. He would 
be rash who, with the teachings of con- 
temporaneous history in view, would fix 
a limit to the degree of culture and ad- 
vancement yet within the reach of these 
people if our duty toward them bi faith* 
fully performed. 


Porto Rico and Cuba. 


The civil government of Porto Rico 


provided for by the act of the congress 
approved April 12, 1900, is in successful 
operation. The courts have been estab- 
lished. The governor and his associates, 
working intelligently and harmoniously, 
are meeting with commendable success. 


On the 6th of Njvember a general elec- 


tion was held in the island for members 
of tho legislature, and the body elected 
has been called to convene on the first 
Monday of December. 


I recommend that legislation be enact- 


ed by the congress conferring upon the 
secretary of the interior supervision over 
the public lands in Porto Rico, and that 
he be directed to ascertain the location 
and quantity of lands the title to which 
remained in the crown of Spain at the 
date of cession of Porto Rico to the Unit- 
ed States, and that appropriations neces- 
sary for surveys ba made, and that the 
methods of the disposition of such lands 
be prescribed by law. 


On the 25th of July, 1900, I directed 


that a call be issued for an election in 
Cuba for members of a constitutional 
convention to frame a constitution as a 
basis for a stable and independent gov- 
ernment in the island. The election wag 
held on the 15th of September, and the 
convention assembled on the 5th of No- 
vember, 1900, and is BOW in session. 


When the convention concludes its la- 


bors, I will transmit to the congress the 
constitution as framed by the convention 
for its consideration and for such, action 
as it may deem advisable. 


I renew the recommendation made in 


my special message of Feb. 10, 1899, as 
to the necessity for cable communication 
between the United States and Hawaii, 
with extension to Manila. 


The Army. 


The present strength of the army Is 


100,000 men—65,000 regulars and 83,000 
volunteers. Under the act of March 2, 
1899, on the 30th of June next tho pres- 
ent volunteer force will be discharged, 
and the regular army will be reduced to 
2,447 officers and 29,025 enlisted men. 


We have in Cuba between 5,000 and 


6,000 troops. For tho present our troops 
in that uland cannot be withdrawn, or 
materiallj' diminished and certainly not 
until the conclusion of the labors of the 
constitutional convention now in session 
and a government provided by the new 
constitution shall have been established 
and its stability assured. 


In Porto Rico we have reduced the 


garrisons to 1,636, which includes S79 
native troops. There is no room for fur- 
tiler reilucuoii iu>if. 


We will be required to keep a consid- 


erable force in the Philippine Islands for 
some time to come. From the best infor- 
mation obtainable we will need there for 
the immediate future from 45,000 to 
GO 000 mou. I am sure the number may 
be reduced ns the inftiirteuta shall come 
to acknowledge the authority of the Unit- 
ed States, of which there are assuring in- 
dications. 


It must be apparent that we will re- 


quire an army of about fiO.OOO and that 
during present conditions in Cuba and 
t!ae Philippines the president should have 
authority to incresse thp force to tho 
present number of 100.000. Included in 
this number authority should be given to 


_ rjise native troops in the Philippine-- up

WORK OF ASSOCIATED CHARITY 


Some Possibilities- In the Way of Its 


Development. Critcism oi Shallow 


Music in Religiauf Servicti. 


Advent Sunday Observed 


The topic of especial Interest In the 


city Just now, associated charity, was 
the subject of the evening sermon by 
Rev. A. B. Wright at the UmversalisE 
church last evening. He took as his 
text Paul's words, "Charity never falL. 
eth," and gave an Interesting descrip. 1 
tion of some of the forms that such 
work takes in other cities. 


Charity never faileth, he said, but 


many charitable Institutions have fall, 
ed of Bucoess, because they are work- 
ing on a wrong- principle. True char, 
ity has for its aim the doing away 
wiht pauperism and the Inculcation of 
self respect in the presons aided. Or. 
ganlzed charity may be defined as the 
organized love of man for man, and 
its effort is to make of a man a law 
unto himself and as nearly as oossibl* 
the perfect man. 


Some are inclined to deorecate the 


tendency to organization in thes? times 
and in this country. But organization 
is God's way of working, as seen in 
every form of nature. 


Such a work as this which Is be-In-• 


started in North Adams requires per- 
sons at its head of intelligence and ex. 
perience ,but more than, that, persons 
who love their neighbors as themselves. 
But even with people like this at the 
head, the organization is only a means 
to an end, and the Question is how 
to secure manhood and 
womanhood 


through material means. 


The purpose of such a bureau as Is 


being established here is to take the 
surplus means of a community to sut>. 
ply the deficiencies; and this applies as 
much to character as to money. Mon- 
ey is not in all, nor in a majority 
of cases, what is needed. A combined 
report of the work of the bureaus in 
New York, Boston and Baltimore 
shows that of the cases which come to 
the attention of the bureaus, 85 per 
cent need work, 9.1 p«r cent ought to 
have no relief at all, 5.8 per cent need 
discipline instead of relief, 7.4 per cent 
need visitation and advice, and only 
4" 6 per cent need actual relief. 


This shows that what such a bureau 


must first do when a case comes to its 
attention Is to get at the exact facts. 
The second thing is to supply the need 
promptly, 
without 
too 
much 
ma 


chinery. 
To 
supply 
the 
need 


promptly and to supply the exact ne^i 
are the two things towards the rwoer 
accomplishment of which all such bu- 
reaus are working. There are many 
ways of doing this. 
Investigation 


shows that no two organizations are 
alike. Conditions 
differ in 
different 


cities, and the work of such a. bureau 
must always be the adaptation to the 
needs of a community, the available 
means of the commul'ty. 


Mr. "Wright then spoke from 
his 


Wide experience in this branch, of work 
of some of the ways In which oarticu. 
lar things are accomplished. In near, 
ly every case the community is dlvld. 
ed Into districts, with triendly visitors 
to keep posted on the peopTe in each 
district who need help. 
Wood yards 


for the men, work rooms for the wo. 
men, nurseries for the caring of babies 
while thir mothers work, bureaus of 
employment, and supplies for payment 
for work done in the wood yarda or 
work rooms, were all .mentioned. 


These, however, are all means of cur. 


ing pauperism temporarily. The work 
must be wider than that, and must in_ 
elude the prevention of pauperism. For 
this purpose, Mr. Wright mentioned 
cooking schools, sewln? schools, and 
work on the part of the friendly vis- 
itors to teach mothers 'in the home how 
fcfst to administer the affairs of fee 
home economically. 


Another of the ?rreat features of such 


a bureau is <n its exposing of imr»os. 
ters. The bureau keeps a history of 
each case with which it deals and rvro. 
rides a work test, which shows wheth. 
er an applicant really desires work or 
not. 


One of the good things a.bout the 


work is that it skives an opportunity to 
each Individu'f 
to co.operate with 


some society :n every r«se that comer 
up. Appeals to individuals mar be 
turner! <yer to the society, and the In 
dividual not only fpfl that he is Bf 
compli^him? "omethlnf towards the 
rrvmmon good, but alr*> aid in seeing 
that what aid is given ia given wisely.

it Is our religious duty to enlist Ihr- 
highest and best music In the service 
of relic-Ion.

unlly belittling for us to substitute for 
the word of God which conies to u« 
fi nm the deepest experience of themost 
iniritually minded soul*, the Jingle 
vihich may happen fer, the day to at>. 
poal to the popular ear. It la equally 
demoralizing: *plrltually for us to use 
for our devotion the imia'S which Is th« 
expression of no worthy exoerfence. 
hut is simply the outcome of a super. 
flHel. immoral PinnMmiallwn.

Even a most cursory examination has 
•hown me that If It were to be used 
It' would almost of necessity dissipate 
the atmosphere of sane >erlouin*S8 
and spiritual honesty. which la th» re- 
quisite of any time of genuine religious' 
interest. 


The English composer, Sir Arthur 


Sullivan, haa helped 00 many of us to 
worship God through the voice of song, 
that it IB only fitting we should join 
In honoring his memory. To most of 
the world Indeed, Sir Arthur Sullivait 
was known as the comooser of the 
music to which Gilbert's fun.pro-voklng, 
words w»re set. It ia not, however, as 
a writer of secular music that Sir Ar. 
thur Sullivan will be longest remem. 
bei-ed. By his hymns, anthema and 
oratorios he has BO enriched the wor- 
ship of all English speaking people 
that the church will continue to use 
his music long after the more fickle 
public has turned to other composers. 


The secret of the power of the best 


English music, is that it is an attempt 
to interpret religious e«perlnc» 
In 


mujsic. First comes the vital exj>e. 
rtence of confidence of love, of trust. 
fot adoration and aspiration. It re. 
quires a true soul to interpret such an 
experience. 
A mere musician would 


fall. But riven the power of musical 
expression and the sense of the ever- 
lasting reality of religion" and you 
have given the requisites for makin~ 
music a most blessed influence in our 
highest life. Such was the power of 
Sir Arthur Sullivan and such has been 
his Influence in the church. 


Did you ever sto? to think of how 


much of your optimism and courage 
as a member of the church was due to 
the grand hymn "Onward, Christian 
soldiers, marching as to war!" Try to 
repeat the words of the hymn without 
being Influenced by the 
tune with 


which you connect them, you find it 
Impossible. The words and the music 
have become one flesh. 


It has seemed to me that Sullivan 


took his art most 
seriously in his 


hymns and anthems. I have the feel- 
ing that back of the technical rules of 
harmony there are the higher rules of 
spiritual, and ethical harmony which 
govern him. 


Some may think that all we need is 


to have men and "women with trained 
voices. Far be it from me to belittle 
the importance of such technical ex. 
cellence, but can you conceive of a 
technically perfect music box makine 
"a joyful noise unto the Lord." It ia 
the "melody In the heart" which makes 
possible the melodious sound which 
is an act of divine worship. 


I do not say that all of us In the 


choir and congregation who sing should 
be saints but that when we sing we 
should feel our call to become saints 
and should try to be so true to the 
spirit of the words which we sins as to 
be nearer sainthood after our sinking. 


The best music to be heard in the 


community should be heard within the 
church. The work of such a man as 
Sir Arthur Sullivan makes it possible 
for us to realize our ideal.

In every depart- 
mental building in Washington, so far as 
I am informed, the space for official rec- 
ords is not only exhausted, but the walls 
of rooms are lint-d with shelves, the mid- 
dle floor space of many rooms is filled , 
with file cases, and garrets and base- 
ments, which -were never intended and 
are unfitted for their accommodation, are 
crowded with them. 
la our great prosperity we must guard 


•gainst the danger it invites of extrava- 
gance in government expenditures and 
appropriations, and the chosen repre- 
sentatives of the people will, I doubt not, 
furnish an example ia their legislation of 
that wise economy which in a season of 
plenty husbands for the future. In this 
era of grent business activity and oppor- 
tunity caution is not untimely. It will 
not abate, but strengthen, confidence; it 
will not retard, but promote, legitimate 
industrial and commercial expansion. 


Our growing power brings with it 


temptations and perils requiring con- 
stant vigilance to avoid. It must not b« 
used to invite conflicts nor for oppres- 
sion, but Jor the moie effective mainte- 
nance of those principles of equality and 
justice upon which our institutions and 
happiness depend. Let us keep always 
in mind that the foundation of our gov- 
ernment is liberty, its superstructure, 
peace.

balloons. 
As a stroller who had de- 


scended the back by a little trail crouch- 
ed IOTT la the shadow ef a wild lilac, he 
saw against the dark green bank of the 
opposite canyon a cebweb afloat; tkea 
another, drifting down the aerial chan- 
nel on tke wind. Others followed—a pro- 
cession of webs was passing—some were 
long and formed of a single thread of 
tilk; others had a delicate mass of fabric 
attached. Presently one ef them came 
so near that he put oat his hand and 
caught it. 


It was a perfect Walloon, and the aero- 


naut—a small spider—sat complacently 
on its basket, a fluffy mass of web half 
an inch in length, light as a feather and 
supported by a long thread which reach- 
ed nway, undulating and curving up- 
ward. Scores of these aeronaut* passed 
by, drifting np the little canyon, borne 
aloft by the upward current of air. The 
stroller noticed a number of spiders on 
the leares and branches in singular atti- 
tudes, and then it occurred to him that 
there was a spider migration and that in- 
stead of walking or crawling away the 
insects were going, like Andree, by bal- 
loon. 
More on the leaves of the wild 


lilac were preparing for the journey 
across the chasm, forming, building and 
launching their b«Hoons. A spider that 
had been actiyeljr climbing up a branch 
of a neighboring oak now stood on an 
outer laaf and prepared to make its bal- 
loon. It had a wonderful arrangement 
of spinnerets in which the balloon mak- 
ing material, which is also employed to 
construct nets and traps, is stored. 


Some of the spiders have an additional 


spinning orcan and a comblike imple- 
ment upon the hind legs, by which they 
comb out th« silk, making a tangle of 
fine webs. Thus they ars well prepared 
to make cables for balloons, guy ropes, 
net, and, by the aid of the comb, a fluffy 
platform web. 


Some of tho spiders made little plat- 


forms of fluffy web as they went; others 
merely clunj to the thread, hnt In one 
way or th* other scores of them crossed 
the canyons and trareled through the air, 
aeronauts in all the «**me implies.—San 
Francisco Call.

Expedition's Purposes. 


WELL HAKE MELEOTJBXE HIS BASE. 


Hnnt For the Pole No E»entl«l Part 


of tbe Plane, b«t New Record In 
Latitude Will Be Mado If Poulkle. 
Start to Be Made lit Ana-oat From 
London. 
Dr. John W. Gregory, en route from 


Melbourne, Australia, to England to 
lead an expedition into the antarctic 
regions, arrived in Chicago the other 
jday. Professor Gregory, who is scl- 
ientiflc director of tbe national ant- 
iarctic expedition, as it is oflicially call- 
,ed, spent the day at .the University of 
(Chicago. His mission at the universi- 
ty was to consult with Dr. T. Chamber- 
[laln, head of the department of geolo- 
'gy, and Professor Rolliu Salisbury, a 
prominent member of that department. 
iFrom them tbe director of the ant- 
'•arctic expedition sought advice on cer- 
jtain questions.relating to tbe study of 
glaciers, which will form a part of tbe 
expedition. 


Professor Gregory will endeavor to 


do in the antarctic glaciers work sim- 
ilar to that which Professors Chamber- 
lain and Salisbury did in Greenland. 


The national antarctic expedition, 


'which win be sent by English socie- 
ties, aided by the British government, 
will co-operate with a German expedi- 
tion, and tbe two will make a thorough 
scientific study of all the regions witn- 
In the antarctic circle as far as possi- 
^le, says the Chicago Times-Herald. 
,The English expedition will explore the 
regions south of the Pacific and Aus- 
jtralia and tbe German tbe region south 
of the Atlantic. 


, The English expedition will be start- 
ed from London in August and is ex- 
pected to return in three years. The 
jtrip will be made in a boat called the 
'Discoverer, which Is now being con- 
structed in the Dundee shipyards. 
1 "The Discoverer will not be like 
•Nansen's Pram, which was a flat bot- 
tomed boat," said Professor Gregory, 
"but will be a whaler fitted to ride the 
boisterous seas of the antarctic. The 
ship will first go to Melbourne, which 
will be made headquarters, and it is ex- 
pected that three times during the 
three years the Discoverer will return 
to Melbourne to unload scientific col- 
lections and load supplies. 


"Probably our mosi i:.. •.nn.nt work 


will be the locating of tin- magnetic 
currents. 
Our work will be general 


scientific exploration, including geolog- 
ical, biological and meteorological re- 
search. For meteorological work we 
will have the most modern instru- 
ments, so that our records of tempera- 
ture and the like will be accurate. For 
geological -work I have contrived a spe- 
cial dredge by which we will get some 
of tbe bowlders." 


One of the principal objects of the 


expedition Is to settle the controversy 
as to whether there is an antarctic con- 
tinent or merely a string of islands in 
that part of the world. "We will settle 
that beyond a noubt by tbe use of a 
pendulum," explained the explorer. "If 
there is land, the pendulum will be at- 
tracted, and we can record it. 


"Another part of our work will be to 


determine the shape of the earth in ant- 
arctic regions. You know the earth is 
shaped like a peg top, with the peg end 
at the south pole. The pendulum will 
be used to get this curve." 


While not expecting to go to tbe 


south pole. Professor Gregory says: 
"We will try to beat the previous rec- 
ord, 
wbicli is 78 degrees 40 minutes. 


We will go sledging In several direc- 
tions, and one direction will be due 
south. But if tbe real scientific work 
ftakes us off to one side we will change 
*ur direction. We will have instruc- 
tions not to try to get to the pole." 


The Uoyal society and the World's 


Geographical society, London organiza- 
tions, are backing the expedition. The 
British government has given £45,000, 
and a like amount has been raised by 
contributions, a 
London merchant 


named Longstafl being the principal 
conl~ibntor. 
Sir 3ohn Murray, who 


beaded the famous Challenger expedi- 
tion, suggested this one. 


Professor Gregory went to Spltzber- 


gon in 189C on an arctic exploration ex- 
pedition and previous to thnt made a 
geographical survey and geographical 
discoveries In cast Africa.

He 
iwas directed to prepare plans, and the 
[Armstrongs got the contract to build 
Ithe ship. By its terms the constructors 
toad to make the ship able to withstand 
'all Impacts of the ice, and any dam- 
ages which the vessel suffered In 


1 breaking Ice were to be repaired free 
of cost to the government. 


Like most Ice breakers, the Yermak 


(was built of steel and has much greater 


! .beam than ships of her length usually 
[have. The plans required that she 
should be remarkably shallow forward 
eo that her bow might be pushed up on 
the Ice which her great weight forward 
jwas expected to assist in breaking. 
;She was fitted with four screws, three 


I (ttt the stern and one at the bow under 
I iher forefoot Her engines were of 10,- 
fiOO horsepower, and her plans called 
|for 
a greater coal carrying capacity 


(than any Ice breaker ever had before. 


' ; The idea which suggested Admiral 
MakarofTs scheme of construction waa 
jthat the ice of the northern sea in sum- 
Imer has so slight a resistance that it 
Icannot withstand the shock of 8,000 
itons displacement and 10,000 horse- 
ipower. Upon that principle he drew 
|bis plans. 


I 1 The Yermak was completed in March, 
1899, and was immediately put at 
work. 
On April 4 of that year she 


smashed into the ice of the gulf of Fin- 
land, freed six vessels that had been 
held fast in the ice for a long time and 
brought them to St. Petersburg. Three 
'days later she found 26 other vessels 
'fast behind an ice bank. She sailed 
Into that bank as a football team 
smashes an opposing rush line, opening 
a channel through which the icebound 
craft came out. A third trip resulted 


i in setting ten more ships frj»e, while a 
little later she attacked the ice packs at 
|the mouth of the Neva and brought out 


i 90 vessels which had been held in the 
jriver for weeks. 


j i Her performances surprised and de- 
lighted the Russian naval officers, and 
[Admiral Makaroff was congratulated 
'and told that all be had to do was to 


; 'set sail for the pole and its discovery 


i jwould be his. The admiral was pleas- 
ed, but not unduly elated, and simply 


1 said that he would require more tests 
jbefore he would be satisfied. 
So in 


July, 1899, the Yermak was sent far- 
ther north. On July 25 she struck the 
ice north of the northwest coast of 
Spitsbergen, in latitude 80 degrees 20 
minutes north and longitude 9 degrees 
21 minutes east. 


From there she proceeded north 


slowly, smashing the ice before her as 
phe went. 
She ran into icefields of 


ifrom 4.08 to 4.77 meters in thickness, 
and these were broken up without the 
'slightest difficulty. 
At times she en- 


countered ice 14.9 meters thick rising 
'<U3 meters above the surface of the 
eea. Smashing into these fields, she 
sailed on northward as serenely as if 
'through tropic seas. 


On July 26. having been out a little 


more than 24 hours, the Yermak struck 
another of these towering ice packs, 
and the comparatively weak underpart 
'of her hull tvas pierced by a spur of the 
Ice, and she sprang a leak. The hole 
was temporarily stopped up and the 
trip continued. The ice breaker pushed 
steadily northward, breaking ice of ev- 
ery kind, form, height and thickness 
which she wet, until about the middle 
of August. Then she struck hard 
against a low lying block of ice, the old 
hole was made larger, and on Aug. 17 
tbe voyage was abandoned, and the 
yermak put back to St. Petersburg. 
, Shortly after her arrival there she 
was sent to Elswick, it was said at the 
|t!me, for repairs. 
Nothing could be 


learned then about the extent of the 
repairs or what they would be.. Now, 
after more than a year at the Arm- 
(strongs1 yards, it comes out that the 
pCermak, under the personal supervi- 
sion of Admiral MakaroS, has been 
provided with a great new bow and Is 
being otherwise improved and refitted 
to start again on her pole hunting voy- 
age early next summer. 
i Some American naval officers are In- 
clined |o be doubtful of the success of 
the undertaking if for no other reason 
than thnt tho loo broakpr will not be 
able to carry coal enough for the voy- 
age, and an attending collier will not 
be able to go far enough north to be of 
service to her. Lord Brassey, the great 
English naval authority, is Inclined to 
the belief that the Yermak will ulti- 
mately be successful In the undertak- 
ing set for her, the belief being based 
lolely on what she has done already.

SHEEP FED BY ELECTRICITY. 


C» to Date Invention For Farmer* 


Now on Trial In Mlchlcnn. 


A man named McNalr has devised a 


system of pasturing sheep by electric- 
ity, and experiments are being made 
with It at the agricultural experiment 
station of Michigan at Lansing, Bays 
the New York Sun. In recent years 
nearly every town of any size has been 
provided with an electric generating 
plant, and frequently the wires are 
strung along country roads from town, 
to town. This fact led Mr. McNair to 
attempt the use of electricity on the 
farm. For sheep feeding he devised a 
curious pen some 10 feet square built 
of wire and mounted on broad, flat 
wheels. This pen Is designed to njn in 
any pasture, even though it be hilly. 
Wires connect It with a small motor 
stationed at one side of the pasture, 
this in turn being connected with the 
electric wires from which tbe power is 
derived. A turn of a button, and the 
pen slawly creeps across the field. Tbat 
is the essence of the invention. 


Two lambs and part of the time an 


old ewe have been pastured In the pen 
during the summer at the station at 
Lansing. The field is planted with lu- 
cern, growing thick and heavy. The 
pen is so arranged that it crawls the 
full length of the pasture in one month, 
traveling about two feet an hour. At 
the end of this time It is switched 
around and travels back again. As It 
moves tbe sheep eat every bit of fod- 
der, eagerly cropping next the forward 
Bide of the pen as it runs over new 
ground. A bit of canvas duck is hung 
over one corner of the pen so that the 
Bheep may be well sheltered, jma, curi- 
ous as it may seem, they have become 
BO accustomed to the moving of the pea 
that when they lie down to sleep they 
snuggle up close to tbe forward «nd of 
the pen so that they may lie as long as 
possible without being disturbed by the 
rear end of tbe pen as it creeps toward 
them. 


When the pen has passed, tbe lucern 


that has been cropped by the sheep 
grows up again, and by the time the 
pen has made its monthly circuit the 
pasture is again in good condition. The 
advantages of this electrical pen are 
that the sheep are kept from running 
over, half eating and trampling down a 
large amount of pasture, and it keeps 
the sheep quiet, so that they take on 
flesh rapidly. But it has its disadvan- 
tages—the sheep must have water car- 
ried to them daily, and the electricity 
is somewhat expensive. Still the ex- 
periment thus far has showed striking 
results,

8,800,000 of "wind" which the million- 
aires sold they take back at a loss of 
12 to 18 cents a bushel. Every fluctua- 
tion of a cent meant a gain or loss of 
*3S,000 to Phillips and his backers, 
but he showed no excitement. The

In Bight HaatUi Forced Tw« Proi- 
identB to Flee, and the Dream of 
Liberty of Acre, Land of Rubber, !• 
Eluded. 
How llttl« Americans know of the 


tventa in the great continent south of 
as in comparison to our full knowledge 
pf European and even Asiatic and Af- 
rican affairs is curiously illustrated by 
the history of the republic of Acre, 
lays the Washington correspondent of 
the New York Times. This republic 
u'as declared, a revolution wot inaugu- 
rated, and for more than eight months 
there was an 
organized rebellion 


against the government of Bolivia. 
The republic of Acre was wiped out 
three months ago, and all this time not 
more than a whisper of these events 
had ever penetrated to the United 
States. 


The announcement of the existence 


of the Acre republic and the news of 
its extinction came almost simulta- 
neously, and the whole history of the 
republic comes out at one time. Yet it 
teas declared In December, 1809, and it 
Was not crushed until August, 1900. 


From time to time stray newspaper 


articles have mentioned rumors that 
the people of Acre had declared a re- 
public, but the positive news to that 
effect was contained in a Denver dis- 
patch to the above mentioned paper 
the other day, declaring that Acre had 
sent a minister to the United States. 
If the minister has come in good faith, 
he la doomed to disappointment. The 
republic of Bolivia ha* conquered hit 
country and wiped out Its short lived 
government. 


This statement was made the other 


nJght by the Bolivian minister to the 
United States, Senor Don Fernando • 
Guachalla, who has returned to Wash- 
ington and Is staying temporarily at 
the Gordon, preparatory to establishing 
a legation. The lack of Information 
about the short history of the republic 
of Acre is due chiefly to its remoteness 
from the settled portions of South 
America. 
There are large tracts of 


that great continent which have never 
been settled and are little known, and 
there are said to be large section* 
which have never been explored. 


The Acre country has not been set- 


tled many years. Until quite lately It 
has never been explored. The explor- 
ers found that it was a great rubber 
country, and that led to its speedy set- 
tlement. It is far away from the thick- 
ly populated portions of bath Bolivia 
and Brazil, but especially Bolivia. The 
country Is on the border of Bolivia and 
Brazil, but It lies within Bolivian ter- 
ritory. It was settled by Brazilians in- 
terested in rubber. The Bolivian min- 
ister, however, declared positively that 
there was no bonsdRry dispute be- 
tween the tiro countries. 


According to his account of the re- 


bellion, the people of Acre became rest- 
less under the Bolivian system of taxa- 
tion. The complaint arose wholly from 
the upper classes. They complained of 
Hi<? hpnvy taxes, which they declared 
burdensome to the growing rubber in- 
dustry. It was claimed that the busi- 
ness interests of Acre were suffering 
by reason of It. Apparently all efforts 
to induce Bolivia to change her system 
of taxation or modify it in the Interests 
ef Acre failed, and at last, in Decem- 
ber of last year, the business men oC 
Acre met in convention and determin- 
ed to throw off the authority of Bolivia. 
They proclaimed an independent re- 
public. 
The leader of the movement 


was a Spaniard named Qalvez, and he 
Was chosen first president of Acre. 


This rebellion differed vastly from 


the ordinary South American revolu- 
tions. Such revolutions are generally 
In the interests of some politician who 
desires to make himself president by 
overthrowing the existing administra- 
tion. This rebellion was a secession of 
a part of the Bolivian republic and an 
attempt to create a new government. 


Galvez and his government apparent- 


ly were unable to raise an army of any 
Importance, They had a good oppor- 
tunity, because the Acre region was so 
far away from the seat of government 
and the country through which troops 
must march was so difficult that it 
•would be months before the Bolivians 
could have an army on the scene of 
sufficient size to put down the rebel- 
lion. Either they did nothing or else 
the half breed workingmen were not ia 
sympathy with the rebellion, and the 
business men who were at the bead of 
it could not form a sufficient army by 
themselves. Whatever the reason; the 
fighting force of Acre was small. 


After acting as president of Acre for 


three or four months Galvez gave up 
the office and went back to hta country. 
He has since died at Madrid. Rodri- 
guez Aries was bis successor, and Aries 
was, next to Galvez. the head and front 
of the revolution. Ho was a Brazilian. 
Brazil sent troops to the border as soon 
as she heard of the rebellion, but not 
with any intention of aiding the rebels. 
The object of Brazil was simply to pro- 
tect her own Interests, Acre being on 
her frontier. The Brazilian troops re- 
mained there fer some time, and there 
were several clashes between tbe sol- 
diers and tbe people of Acre, but n» 
battles ef anj consequence. 


The Bolivian army reached Acre in 


the summer and began tbe work of re- 
storing the country t« Its allegiance. 
This was a simple matter as far as the 
actual fighting was concerned, owing 
to feeble preparation ef Acre, bat the 
oenntry It so large that It was some 
time before order was entirely rector- 
Ml. ArlM fled t» Kra*il. and the ether 
lr»r1»>rR -• "-•• 
—>-Mr l»lto mart* their 


••cap* after offering •on* Ineffectual 
resistance to the Bolivians. On Aug. 
18 the rebellion was finally crushed. 
The Bolivian soldiers still remain la 
possMslon In order to make sure that 
no new attempt at rebellion Is made. 


Senor Guachalla has BO knowledge of 


Henry W. Phillips, who is Mid to be

knows nothing whatever of the Acre 
republic or of Mr. Phillips. It Is safe 
to say that Mr. Phillips will not be rec- 
ognised In any way. 


It may be that the Acre rebels, al- 


tbongh their government has been 
overthrown, are still keeping up BO me 
•how of armed force and hope to be 
re«ognlE«d as belligerents by some oth- 
er country and that this accounts for 
Mr. Phillips' mission. 
The Bolivian 


Blaister, however, \e convinced that 
the rebellion Is utterly crushed. 


If the rebels desired recognition, It 


seems that Brazil would be the most 
hopeful quarter to which to appeal, but 
the minister says that Brazil has not 
only net recognized them, but has in all 
respects acted in a way most friendly 
to Bolivia. 


EGYPTIAN PAPYRI. 


Valuable Ma»n«erlpt» to Be DUtrlh- 


Bted Amvnc L«*dlnar Unlver«ltie«. 
One hundred and eighteen valuable 


Egyptian papyri are soon to be sent to 
the United States, among which is a 
manuscript of great antiquity whic-h 
may be the original manuscript of. the 
gospel of St. John, says a Cambridge 
(Mass.) dispatch to the New York 
World. It at leaat antedates any other 
of the codices from which the English 
version is taken. 


These .manuscripts or papyri were 


unearthed some time ago in Egypt by 
the Egyptian Fund society and are said 
to date back to the Greco-Roman age. 
These original manuscripts are to be 
sent to the United States for distribu- 
tion among the American universities. 
Pennsylvania Is to receive the lion's 
share. Twenty-nine of them will go to 
thp University of Pennsylvania, 19 to 
Harvard, 16 each to Yale and Colum- 
bia, 13 to Princeton, 6 to Hamilton and 
4 to Vassar. As yet no decision as to 
the particular manuscripts to be sent 
hug been made, but they will be given 
out in accordance with their varying 
value. 


Ever since the discovery the papyri 


have been in the hands of eminent Ox- 
ford and Cambridge scholars. Careful 
copies have been made of these manu- 
scripts, and accurate translations have 
alto been recorded. In the lot are some 
of great value, as they clear up many 
doubtful 
and 
heretofore 
unknown 


words in well known manuscripts. 
They aid materially the reader of Ho- 
mer and Sappho and certain portions of 
Hadrian's letters and finally the gospel 
of St. John. This is not complete and 
may not be the original manuscript, 
bnt It is u»*}uestionably older than any 
manuscript found to date. As such it 
has proved of considerable literary val- 
ue beyond the historic interest which it 
possesses. 


Harvard's share of these manuscripts 


•will be placed in the new Semitic mu- 
seum.

Bishop Lawrence and 50 Other Pas. 


sengers Badly Shaked Up 


The west-bound passenger train due 


here at 5 o'clock on the Fitchburg di- 
vision' of the Boston & Maine, met with 
the worst accident near Royalst'on Sat- 
urday afternoon that the road has had 
since it passed into the hands of the 
Boston & Maine. -No one was killed, 
but an engineer and f • -nan were bad- 
y hurt internally, r

ger sustained a spr 
> ankle and 50 


passengers were t<_ 
/ shaken up, 


though as far as known) none was seri- 
ously hurt. A locomotive, a smoking 
car, a baggage car and one passenger 
coach were 
overturned and badly 


wrecked. 


The train was late, and was in con- 


sequence runnfing at higher speed than 
usual, probably 40 miles an hour, when 
n nearing the turnout Just east of the 
Royalston station, a west-bound freight 
train was seen standing on the main 
track just ahead. 


The switch was in position to turn 


the passenger train upon the siding, 
which at that p'oint is situated between 
the two main tracks. The passenger 
traini dashed over the switch at a high 
rate of speed, and as it did so the lo- 
comotive wheels struck a frog or Some 
other obstruction and left the track. 


The locom'otive was thrown bottom 


side up in a ditch. The baggage car, 
smoking car and the coach also left the 
rails and followed the locom'otive, being 
thrown over upon their sides, but the 
rear coach held to the track. 


The train was in charge 'of Con'duc- 


tor Fenton, engineer Thatchljtlich arid 
fireman William Martin. Th6 two lat- 
ter went over with the locomotive, but 
did not appear to have any 'outward 
bruises. They were badly wrenched, 
and it is feared that they sustained in- 
ternal injuries.

There were about 50 passengers' on 


the train, among them Bish'op William 
Lawrence of Boston!, who was on his 
way to Athol to attend a confirmation 
service there.

•all being thrown from their seats. An- 
other passenger was Walter Sargent, a j 
member of the state b'oard of education' 
also on his way to Athol. Both he and 
Bishop Lawrence were unable to keep 
their appointments.
